Lake Man as Vehicle 

Rolls Over 8 Burns 
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Fred Techert of Antioch is credited 
with saving the life of Chris Madsen, 
Gages Lake, when the trailer-truck in 
which they were riding rolled over 
and caught fire as Madsen, who was 
driving, swerved 'the vehicle to~avold 
striking a car that pulled out in front 
:of them at the intersection of High- 
ways 45 and 83 Friday noon at 12:15 
o'clock. 
Madsen and Techert were taking a 
; Behm company (Grayslake) tractor- 
* end-trailer truck loaded with 437 
sues of milk from Diamond Lake to 
- -Chicago when the accident occurred. 
As they came down the grade 
toward the intersection with Highway 
"43, for which the signs gave them 
the right-of-way, they noticed a car 
approaching from the south and an- 
other from the north. 

Car Edges Into C r isai ag 
When they were within 200 feet of 
the intersection, Madsen estimates, 
the car coming from the south began 
to edge into the crossing. 

"At first I thought he was just a 
. 'creeper,' " Madsen recalls, "but ha 
kept on pulling out after I had sound- 
ed the horn. I put on the brakes and 
started to swerve to try to avoid hit- 
ting him. Meanwhile the driver of the 
car suddenly seemed to realize what 
was happening and tried, to get across 
the highway .before the truck struck 

the auto." 

The .swerving of the truck, coupled 
with the sudden action of the brakes 
on both trailer aadjtractor, and the 
momentum and weight- oi.. the load, 
sent the heavy vehicle over on its 
side. 

The trailer and cab slid about 25 
feet on the concrete after overturn- 
ing, Madsen estimates, after checking 
marks on the pavement on a visit to 
the scene Saturday.-* ^ , 
Gasoline Catches Fire 
The cap on the gasoline tank under 
the seat in the cab was knocked off 
and the truck caught fire immediately 
after it toppled over. 

Warned by Madsen's , shout of 
••Fire!" Techert was able to scramble 
through the. window on his side of 
the cab, and slide to the ground. 

When he saw that Madsen was not 
following him, but instead was calling 
for help, he managed to scramble 
back despite an injured . arm and 
shoulder, to free Madsen from the 
seat cushion and steering gear that 
wedged him down and pull him from 
the cab. 

Madsen is not a light man, in the 
matter of weight, and Techert, who 
is slight, still marvels that he was 
able to get him out. 

August F. Krumrey of Libertyville, 
a Public Service employe, who stop- 
ped and ran over with a fire extin- 
guisher which he brought to bear on 
the flames that were licking up into 
the cab was given credit by both Mad- 
sen and Techert for helping to make 
the rescue possible. 

Truck Almost Total Loss 
The driver of the automobile that 
was crossing the intersection when 
the accident occurred and his woman 
companion had been halted by Tech- 
ert from leaving the scene. 

They remained in their car until 
after Madsen had been taken from 
the truck, when they approached with 
offers of assistance. 

Despite the efforts of fire com- 
panies summoned by Madsen, the 
truck was so badly damaged by the 
fire as to be an almost total loss. 

Techert is under medical care for 
his injured arm and shoulder, and for 
bruises. 

Madsen, who is married and . the 
father of a ;five-yearold daughter, 
suffered a wrenched ankle, skin abrai- 
sions and a badly bruised arm. 

Fire companies that answered the 
call included those of Mundelein, Ver- 
non, Libertyville and Diamond Lake.

Even Cestame Jewelry. 
The collection contains countless 
pieces of costume jewelry, weapons, 
cooking utensils, pottery and 
images; including the finest piece of 
atone- sculpture, unearthed near 
Lebanon, Term., ever found in North 
America. . 

The latter, a kneeling warrior 
with a female companion piece, be- 
longed to a 15th century people, and 
may have represented the founder 
of the tribe, Dr. Lewis believes. 

"We have complete data on every 
piece of the collection as well as 
on every site excavated, Including 
photographs, maps and plats, and 
thus everything has meaning," said 
Dr. Lewis. "Since the area ex- 
plored was a strategic one from the 
standpoint of American history, .we 
hope to supply some very important 
missing links. Up until 1935 almost 
nothing was known of the prehistoric 
peoples in the Southeast, but now 
we have the key to the secret If we 
ever have time to.unlock it." 

Opening chapters of the story in- 
dicate that the early Indians of the 
JSouthwest, although they lived in 
scattered, isolated tribes, represent- 
ed an amalgamation of races. 

"Even in prehistoric times," Dr; 
Lewis said, "America was the melt- 
ing pot of the world." 

Many Historic Groups. 
Evidence shows a mongoloid 
strain predominant among the three 
. major prehistoric groups. of the re- 
gion, the archaic; the woodland and 
the Missirsippi peoples. Caucasoid 
and negroid strains also were pres- 
ent. 

The earliest of the groups, the 
archaic, entered the territory about 
300 or 400 A. D., probably from 

• eastern Asia. . Their successors, the 
woodland peoples, came from the 
north, possibly from the Great 
Lakes region, around 1100 or 1200 

A. D. 

The most progressive of the pre- 
historic peoples, Dr. Lewis related, 
arrived about 600 years ago' in a 
great migration from Mexico, .the 
movement continuing several, gen- 
erations and extending over oil the 
southwest and the Mississippi valley. 
The Hiwassee island site' in east 
Tennessee . which yielded evidence 
of four distinct peoples, served as 
the Rosetta stone to the other sites. 
The story of the island was that of 
the age-old struggle for "Lebans- 
raum," said Dr. Lewis, relating how 
• a prehistoric tribe which he calls 
the Hamilton was overrun by the 
Hiwassee people, who later yielded 
to the Dallas tribe, which the scien- 
tist believes was the prehistoric 
ancestors of the Creeks.

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NEED FOR MORE WACS 
FOR MEDIC DUTY 

' As more and more 'wounded men 
ore being returned from the, world's 
fighting fronts to the Army General 
hospitals in this country, there Is a 
rapidly growing needJor American 
women to enlist in the Women's Army 
corps for assignment to duty as med- 
ical and surgical technicians, it is an- 
nounced at headquarters of the Sixth 
Service command. 

Some of the vacancies currently ex- 
isting in the hospitals call for women 
with previous technical experience. 
However, there have been established 
training schools at which women with 
special aptitudes are given short in- 
tensive training courses,. thus fitting 
them for the important work to be 
done. 

General admission qualifications do 
not differ materially from those im- 
posed for regular WAC; enlistment 
Women must be between the ages of 
20 and 50; they must be in good 
'-health; they must have had at least 
'two years of high school education; 
and a satisfactory aptitude rating 
must be established at the time of 
enlistment. Enlistees for any of the 
medical and surgical technicians as- 
signments must undertake six weeks 
of basic WAC training before they 
are assigned to hospital duties or to 
advanced schools.

Uncle in Desert to Pick Up 
Navy Flier. 



SAN DIEGO, CAL1F.—In an un- 
precedented mercy rescue, a navy 
blimp landed in the treacherous 
sand hills of the Imperial Valley 
desert, 20 miles northwest of Yuma, 
Ariz., to pick up a navy flier who 
had parachuted from his plane. . 

Despite the attempt, the pilot, 
whose name was withheld, waa deayl 
when reached by the rescue party. 
The landing and rescue waa 
accomplished despite hazardous 
weather .conditions, dangerous ter- 
rain and a ground crew far below 
the usually required minimum, the 
navy said in reporting the feat. 
The blimp was piloted by Lieut 
Peter I. Culbertson of Minneapolis. 
After search planes had located 
the airman's parachute - covered 
form in the desert, Ensign Robert 
B. Porter of Los Angeles, was flown 
to the scene from the; Holtville, : 
Calif., air station and parachuted to 
the desert floor to render emergency 
aid. 

Reaching., the area, the blimp 
swooped, to^withih 20 feet of the 
grounoTlttopp^aJttwo crew 'members; 
—Ensign Herman Callahan of ;_A1« 
hambra, ^Calif.. and First Rigger 
Leonard Craig of Pico, Calif.— to aid 
Ensign Porter in landing the craft. 
Despite .strong wind, the blimp 
was landed safely by the three men 
—one-third of the normal ground 
crew— and the body of the pilot was 
placed aboard. Also taken aboard 
were Porter, Callahan, and Craig 
and two members of a land rescue 
party.

'Men From Raft at Sea 

SAN FRANCISCO. — Schools of 
sharks, attracted by blood, attacked 
exhausted soldier survivors of the 
torpedoed War Shipping administra- 
tion troop transport Cape San Juan 
in the South Pacific and dragged 
them, screaming, into the -water 
from- overloaded life rafts, eyewit- 
nesses reported. 

Crew members of the S. S. Edwin: 
T. Meredith told, their story of the' 
Armistice day. tragedy, which had 
been reported previously. 

The Cape San Juan was sunk by 
a Japanese submarine. There were 
1,429 men aboard. A .naval air 
tr&nsport seaplane rescued 48. The 
Meredith and a destroyer completed 
the rescue. • • 
;, "Survivors of the Cape San Juan 
.were sitting on the submerged rafts 
waist deep in the water," a member 
of the Meredith's crew said. "Their 
eyes were blinded by oil, and they 
were so exhausted they could 
scarcely sit up. That made them 
easy prey for the sharks. 

1 "Time,after time I heard soldiers 
scream as the sharks swept them 
off the rafts. Sometimes the sharks 
attacked survivors who were being 
hauled to the Meredith with life 
ropes."

KANSAS CITY, MO.— A record of 
2\* minutes a divorce was set re- 
cently in n session of court^ here, 
where marriage ties of from one 
week to 13 years were ended nt the 
rate of four every 10 minutes. 

With a complainant, lawyer and 
two witnesses coming nnd going 
every 2'i minutes, the courtroom 
crowd pulsated into the hall with 
each swing of the door. 

About 90 per cent of the com- 
plainants win women, and three- 



fourths of these were under 3U years 
old,, There were very few dramatic 
charges —mostly indignities — jeal- 
ousy, ' embarrassment and; mental 
cruelty. " 

In the rather -petty offenses indi- 
cated by the legal phrases, the 
complements. in less than two min- 
utes of testimony revealed, here and 
there, the personal indignation 
worked up in the fasTpace of war- 
time, and the economic opportunity 
to "take nothing off of nobody." 

The first four cases were heard in 
10 minutes and the first 32 sustained 
the pace in one hour and 22 minutes. 
Virtually all were default cases. The 
women mostly were well dressed 
and two-thirds wore their wedding 
rings.

By the noon recess 44 divorces 
had been granted In one hour and 
50 minutes.
